A LESSON FOR CHURCHMEN 


Members of the Presbyterian church have learn- 


ed a lesson which churchmen of all denominations 
may well learn at the expense of the Presbyterians. 
The lesson is, that controversies regarding Biblical 
interpretation and doctrine within the church hurts 
the church in the lay mind. In proof of this, the 
figures of the increase in membership in the Presby- 
terian church are submitted which show that the 
smallest total of new members ever taken into the 
Presbyterian church were taken in this last year, 
with the exception of the year of the influenza" epi- 
demic when the churches were closed for months.

church to present a united front to the world. The 
matters of controversy in the Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick case are of so little importance" relatively 
that it is surprising that it has taken the membership 
figures to show the leaders of the church the error of 
their ways.

A tabulation of the appli- 
cations revealed that twenty-three 
were interested only in~permits to 
beg on the streets; eleven were of- 
fered vocational training of which 
eight immediately refused; three 
of them started to learn a trade, 
two of these completed training, 
but immediately returned to beg- 
ging. Four were supplied with ar-

Only two of the thirty-sev-- 
en, the report revealed, asked for 
work.

SQUARE HOUSE 
MONEY SAVER 
FOR BUILDER 


By the Architects' Small House 


Service Bureau of the United

There is an old story that every- 


one will remember. It starts liko 
this: 
"There waa a crooked man, 


and be built a crooked house—" 


The story did not tell how much 


extra the house cost. 
No matter 


what he spent for it, if the crooked 
man had built a square house with 
the same accommodations, it would 
not have coat so much. 


Less Money for Everything 


The square house is the most eco- 


nomh^l for a number of reasons. 
First, because it ia coTnpact. 
It 


takes less roof, less excavtaion, less 
foundation wall, than the pictur- 
esque and interesting Gambling house 
that strolls so gracefully over the 
building lot. 


Perhaps the most potent factor in 


lower cost for the square house lies 
in the labor bill. When the contrac- 
tor sees the plan for a house that 
is all turns and angles, he knows 
that his mechanics must also do 
much turning and angling. There 
must be a great deal of measuring, 
cutting, fitting and 
adjusting of 


parts. This takes time, and -when 
time is computed in terms of wages 
for highclass mechanics it runs up 
to a high figure. On the other hand, 
a square house can be built readily. 
The drawings are always more sim- 
ple, more easily understood, more 
easily read.

gives him_a better opportunity to 
use stock joists, studs and other 
framing numbers. There are fewer 
windows and. doors of special size. 
Not so many little tricks of design 
to work out that, undoubtedly, add to 
picturesque qualities, but just as cer- 
tainly add to expense. 


Housewives Like Square Homes 
Another advantage that every 


housewife will appreciate in a square 
house over the rambling kind is its 
greater convenience, more especially 
In regard to housekeeping. 
The 


rooms are closer together. . There 
is less space taken up by circulation 
between rooms. 
The housewife is 


also interested in the fact that a 
square house, when you get into it, 
has the advantage of seeming to be 
larger. With a house of the ram- 
bling type of plan, it is often impos- 
sible to throw several rooms together. 


There are many fine thngs about 


the rambling house that make it de- 
cidedly worth whole. Architects are 
fond of designing- houses of the in- 
dividual type—of the kind that does 
not follow a prescribed form—that 
spreads itself to freer new and inter- 
esting aspects at every side. The 
small house is perhaps 'the most in- 
dividual of all forms of architecture. 
The architect's personality does not 
so often come out in an office build- 
ing, in a courthouse or such public 
buildings, but 
the 
small home 


gives him an opportunity, when his 
client's funds are not wholly limited, 
to model, to shape the hcuse to give 
It picturesque qualities, charming 
lines and forms. Such small homes 
bear the imprint of the designer's 
hand, much in the same way that an 
earthen vessel is shaped by the pot- 
ter. 


But every one of these little indi- 


vidual touches means in the end tha 
purchase of just so much more mate- 
rial and the application of workman- 
ship. Money flows out when we build 
in such a way. That is why the 
man whose means are limited will 
find the square home by all means ^ 
the most 
satisfactory.—Copyright,'

Narrow in Width But Large 


Booms 


For the man -who has a 


narrow lot it will be hard to 
think of a better or more 
economical 
arrangement of 


rooms. In spite of its narrow- 
width, which is only 24 feet 6 
inches, it has rooms that are 
larger 
than 
ordinary. 
The 


living room especially is of 
remarkable size for such a 
small house. 


The plan includes a living room, dining room 


and kitchen in the first story, and three bedrooms 
in the second. There is also a dining alcove fcr 
the first story and a kitchen porch. The stairway 
is a combination affair that opens on the entry to 
the kitchen as well as onto the living room. As for 
the second story, it will he seen, that each room is 
provided with a. generous closet, and in addition 
there is a linen closet in the hallway and a special 
closet for bathroom supplies in the bathroom. There 
is also a clothes chute. A stairway to a commo- 
dious attic completes the accommodation. 


The Cost to Bnild This Home 


The construction is wood frame with siding- as 


the exterior finish. Th's might well be shingles. 


The plan may he reversed if it is desired to take 


advantage of any peculiarities of lighting or ex- 
posure.

This house should be reasonable to build if you use 
simple equipment and limit your requirements. It 
provides unusual convenience and living conditions 
for a minimum outlay of money.

A — It is not safe to build on a fUL 
It Is very difficult to tell when set- 
tlement has been completed. The 
strength of this material ^is so un- 
reliable that a building placed upon 
it probably will settle unevenly. If 
this takes place 
you 
will have 


cracked walls, cracked plaster, and 
more or leas general deterioration. 
If you purchase this lot you should 
figure in an increased expense in 
your building budget on account of 
the necessity of building up from 
the original soil. Do not build on 
a fllL 


Q — How much slope nrost a 


roof have for shingles? 
A— Shingles should not be used 


when the slope is less than 30 de- 
grees. If shingles are used on roof 
planes that have less slope than this, 
they will not turn the water prop- 
erly, and they will deteriorate very 
rapkQy. "We recommend sheet roof- 
ing for low pitched roofs. 


Q— The paint on one side of 


my borne comes off in strips, 
What causes this? 
A— Whon paint is put on wet wood 


that Is even slightly damp it will 
not adhere and it will blister, and 
come off in the long strips of which. 
you speak. If there is some leak- 
age from the roof or gutters so as 
to keep the wood continually damp 
underneath the paint, the paint win 
not ^3here. To correct the fault 
have all the paint scraped off. Be- 
fora arqr repainting is done see that 
the boarfls are thoroughly dried and 
that they will he kept so. 


Q—Does painting shingles do 


as wen as dipping them? Is 
there any advantage in dipping 
them all over instead of the ends 
only? 
A — Shingles that are first creosoted 


or otherwise 
wholly impregnated 


with preservative fluid and after- 
ward painted have the double vir- 
tue of durability and of fine appear- 
ance. 


Q— In the plans you have 


shown I have noticed that al- 
most none of them has the old- 
fashioned pantry. I think that 
this is one of the reasons why 
the cost of running a house is 
higher than it used to be. With 
* pantry you have room to store 
foods that could be bought in 
.quantities and money is saved 
by buying in this way. Why 
do you not show pantries? 
A — One of the first principles in 


limiting the cost of building homes 
is to keep down the size. Today this 
means eliminating halls and pas- 
sages, which were at one time con- 
sidered to be absolutely necessary. 
It means eliminating pantnes. One 
reason for omitting the pass pantry 
is to lessen the distance between the 
kitchen and the dining room. One 
passes directly into the dining room 
instead of going through the pan- 
try. If one has a servant this is not 
BO important We have found that 
most people who live in small homes 
and do their own housework do not 
lare for a pantry. 
Storage space 


for the larger quantities of food can 
be obtained without this room.
